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WOODWARD  RETURNS 
FROM  CONVENTION 
AT  UNIV.  OF  CHICAGO 


Entertained  by  Members  of 
Alpine  Summer  School;  B. 
Y.  U.  Grads  Doing  Well.

Dr.  Hugh  M.  Woodward  recently 
returned  from  Chicago  where  he  at- 
tended the  convention  of  the  National 
Educational  Association  in  connec- 
tion with  Dean  Milton  Bennion  of 
Utah. 

His  primary  object  was  to  attend 
the  department  of  superintendents. 
Affiliated  with  this  department  and 
meeting  with  it  were  the  National  Vo- 
cational Guidance  Associations,  the 
National  Associations  for  the  Study 
of  Education.  National  Association  for 
the  study  of  Educational  Sociology, 
National  Sociological  Society,  Nation- 
al Association  of  Teacher’s  Colleges. 

The  keynote  of  the  entire  conven- 
tion was  given -by  the  President  of 
the  Superintendent’s  department  and 
by  I^iss  Olive  Jones,  president  of  the 
National  Educational  Association. 
Denunciation  was  made  by  these 
people  of  the  Spirit  of  Retrenchment 
and  emphasized  the  great  part  which 
education  is  playing  in  all  phases  of 
modern  civilization,  and  the  over- 
whelming demand  in  every  line  of 
work  for  more  education.  They  also 
made  a denunciation  of  retrenchment 
in  educational  expenditures  and  ad- 
vocated greater  expenditures. 

The  mayor  of  the  city  of  Chicago 
voiced  the  sentiments  of  the  business 
men  who  were  represented  there 
with  the  following  statement,  “Money 
spent  wisely  for  education  is  the  most 
profitable  investment  that  the  people 
of  America  are  making,  and  instead 
of  reducing  the  money  we  are  already 
expending,  we  should  add  to  the 
American  wealth,  and  the  American 
life  by  spending  a great  deal  more.” 

Dr.  Woodward  made  it  a point  to 
meet  practically  all  of  the  speakers 
of  the  meetings  which  he  attended 
and  talked  to  them  concerning  the 
plans,  methods  and  the  work  in 
general  that  is  being  done  in  Utah, 
and  especially  at  the  Brigham  Young 
University.  They  were  especially  in. 
terested  in  the  general  approach  of 
our  institution  to  the  educational  plan 
for  character,  the  plan  of  our  teachers’ 
college,  and  the  type  of  work  being 
done  in  religious  education  by  the 
institution  and  by  the  church. 

Dr.  Woodward  expressed  himself  as 
having  had  a very  enjoyable  trip 
While  at  Chicago  he  was  entertained 
by  Dr.  Cowles  and  three  of  the  other 
University  professors  at  dinner.  He 
also  met  with  the  Chicago  Chapter 
of  the  B.  Y.  U.  Alumni,  The  Chicago 
students  who  attended  the  Alpine 
Summer  School  entertained  him  at  a 
banquet.  He  spent  one  afternoon  with 
Professor  Beeley  of  the  University  of 
Chicago,  who  is  doing  some  pioneer 
work  in  social  administration.  Nels 
Anderson,  a former  “Y”  student, 
doing  a very  original  piece  of  work 
for  his  Doctor’s  degree,  plotting  the 
geography  of  the  various  nationalitiei 
and  their  movements  in  the  largei 
towns.  His  book,  “The  Hobo”,

In 
Addition  Mr.  Dixon  has  given  a large 
cup  to  the  school  and  upon  this  cup 
the  name  of  each  year’s  winner  is 
engraved.  The  contest  has  been  won 
by  the  following:

This  year  the  general  subject  as 
announced  ist  “Ameriacn  Affairs. 
Specific  subjects  will  be  posted  twenty 
four  hours  before  the  contest  and  one 
hour  before  the  contest  each  con- 
testant will  draw  his  individual  sub- 
ject,  which  this  year  will  be  on  some 
phase  of  the  “oil  scandal,”  “reduction 
of  taxes,”  “the  bonus”  or  some  allied 
subject  that  affects  the  affairs  of 
America.

“Life  is  the  greatest  thing  you’ll 
ever  be  blessed  with,”  said  Dr.  Adam 
S.  Bunion  in  his  first  address  to  the 
students  of  the  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity, since  his  return  from  Califor- 
nia, in  College  Hall  last  Wednesday 
morning. 

In  his  introduction  to  his  series  of 
lectqrcs,  “Literature  and  Life,”  Dr. 
Bennion  talked  to  the  students  about 
their  school  and  mentioned  a few 
things  which  had  happened  since  he 
left. 

“It’s  good  to  be  back,”  he  said,  you 
know  there  is  something  in  the  word 
‘championship’  that  thrills  one  all  over 
— and  you’re  it.” 

He  mentioned  his  work  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  and  told  of  the 
new  stadium  there.  He  made  especi- 
al note  of  the  sportsmanship  between 
the  University  of  California  and  Stan- 
ford. “Stanford  took  a special  de- 
light in  trying  to  out-do  California 
in  courtesy.” 

“When  Colorado  comes  to  the  B. 
Y.  U.  how  are  you  going  to  make 
them  feel?  You  can  make  them  fall 
in  love  with  you  if  you  extend  to  them 
courtesy  and  show  them  your  good 
sportsmanship.” 

In  passing  he  mentioned  the  great 
loss  that  has  come  to  our  school 
through  the  death  of  four  of  the  mem- 
bers "of  our  faculty  and  paid  a tribute 
to  the  lives  of  these  men  and  women 
who  have  done  so  much  for  us. 

Then  he  said  he  had  heard  rumors 
that  certain  groups  were  trying  to 
do  away  with  the  biggest  asset  the 
school  has — its  democracy.

Harris,  of  the  Timpanogos  District. 

The  program  for  the  meeting  will 
be  made  up  of  speeches  by  various 
experts  upon  the  Court  of  Honor, 
Financies,  Scoutmasters,  Troop 
Committeemen,  Troop  Organization, 
Publicity,  Leadership  Training,  Civic 
Service  and  Camping.  The  officials 
will  attempt  to  outline  a tentative 
program  of  activity  for  this  summer. 

“The  outlook  for  scouting.”  Presi- 
dent Harris  said  last  Monday,  “is  the 
best  it  has  ever  been  in  this  district. 
Several  of  the  organizations  have  al- 
ready ‘gone  over  the  top’  in  tKeir 
membership  drives,  and  it  is  certarn 
that  the  others  by  good,  efficient 
work,  will  be  able  to  do  likewise.  We 
expect  to  have  a larger  membership 
of  boys  than  we  have  ever  had  be- 
fore, and  to  keep  the  organizations 
more  active  than  they  have  ever  been. 
As  a means  of  securing  these  desir- 
able  results,  more  responsibility  is  to 
be  placed  upon  the  troop  committee- 
men. 

“Scouting  has  come  to  stay,  at 
least  until  uperceded  by  something 
better,  therefore,  it  is  the  determina- 
tion of  the  officials  of  the  Timpan 
ogos  Council  to  make  our  organiza 
tions  as  strong  and  as  active  as  any 
in  Utah.

The  Young  swimmers  captained  by 
the  veteran  Fred  Richan,  will  put  in 
strong  bid  for  first  place  honors. 
Fred  is  a nifty  syimmer  who  h^s 
been  trained  by  Professor  Leaf  since 
his  senior  high  school  year.  Last 
year  his  splendid  free  style  swimming 
was  a feature  of  the  state  college 
meet. 

Carl  Harris  and  Rondo  Robinson 
hail  from  Professor  Leaf’s  strong 
Provo  High  team  of  last  year.  They 
are  real  free  style  racing  artists  and 
with  a year  of  college  competition 
should  prove  valuable  water  fishes 
for  the  Cougar  team.  Tlialman  Hasler 
is  improving  in  his  style  and  will 
make  it  hot  for  his  competitors.  Eddie 
Peay  and  Ira  Markham,  two  veterans 
will  take  care  of  our  back  stroke 
events  to  a good  advantage  and  are 
almost  sure  point  winners.  Along  with 
these  men  comes  Stevens  in  the 
breast  stroke,  who  will  undoubtedly 
make  a good  showing. 

The  plunges  will  be  in  the  hands 
of  Harlow  Jones  and  Swallow.  These 
two  men  have  been  showing  great 
form  in  this  line  ’of  work  the  last 
few  practices. 

The  Utah  team  seems  the  most  for- 
midable team,  in  that  out  of  it  comes 
five  Intermountain  champions  and 
two  second  place  winners.  These  men 
are  training  every  day  and  will  make 
their  opponents  cut  the  water  some 
to  beat  them.  The  Utah  team  is  as 
follows:  Lee  and  Allan  Christensen, 
Rolf  Bolin,  O.  Tanner,  Taylor  and 
John  Kimball. 

The  actual  strength  of  the  Aggie 
Swimmers  is  not  known  but  they 
are  exceptionally  strong  in  the  free 
style  and  breast  stroke  events.

i University  Shoe  Repairing  Co.  ■ 
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A long  time  lease  on  land  adjoin- 
ing Aspen  Grove  has  been  offered  to 
the  Brigham  Young  University,  ac. 
cording  to  an  announcement  made 
by  President  Harris. 

Some  time  ago  a bill  was  submit- 
ted by  Senator  Reed  Smoot  providing 
for  the  purchase  of  eighty  acres  of 
land  in  the  Wasatch  National  Forest. 
The  sale  of  this  land  was  opposed 
by  the  United  States  Forestry  Service 
in  consistency  with  their  opposition 
to  other  national  forest  land  grants. 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  Wallace, 
made  the  offer  of  a thirty-year  leas 
of  this  land  to  Senator  Smoot  as  an 
alternative  to  the  purchase  desired, 
and,  inasmuch  as  the  Forest  Service 
does  not  wish  to  make  the  sale  Dr. 
Harris  say.s  the  lease  will  be  accepted 
in  settlement  of  the  Smoot  bill. 

The  land  in  question  amounts  to 
eighty  acres  adjoining  Aspen  Grove 
and  adjoining  land  already  owned  by 
the  institution.  It  will  be  used  for 
the  study  of  plants  and  other  natural 
phenomena,  and  for  any  other  pur- 
pose which  might  arise  in  connection 
with  education.  No  buildings  will  be 
erected  on  it  as  enough  land  is  already 
owned  by  the  school  for  that  purpose.

Progress  Pageant 

To  be  Produced 

This  week  is  the  Diamond  Jubilee 
of  the  settlement  of  Provo.  It  is 
just  seventy-five  years  since  the 
pioneers  first  established  a colony 
here. 

The  feature  of  the  Jubilee  is  to  be 
a Pageant  of  Progress,  written  by 
Professor  E.  H.  Eastmond  and  Pro- 
fessor J.  M.  Jensen,  and  will  be  pre- 
sented under  the  auspices  of  the 
daughters  of  the  pioneers  at  the  Stake 
Tabernacle,  Wednesday  evening  at 
7:30  o’clock. 

The  pageant  consists  of  a prelude, 
a prologue,  three  episodes';  two  inter- 
ludes and  an  epilogue,  tableau.  The 
prelude  is  a dance  fantasy  entitled: 
‘The  Mountain  and  the  Mist.”  The 
pageant  deals  with  the  history  of 
Provo  from  before  the  white  man 
came,  all  through  the  period  of  ex- 
ploration and  colonization  down  to 
the  present.  Some  of  the  main  fea- 
tures are  the  Pioneer  school  and 
church,  an  allegory-  representing  the 
spirit  of  thrift  and  industry  which  is 
sculptured  on  the  new  City  and  Coun- 
ty building:  the  progress  of  early  in- 
dustries, and  the  Pioneer  Day  cele- 
bration of  1868.  The  pageant  has  a 
number  of  unique  bits  of  historical 
material,  and  is  a masterpiece  of  art 
and  literary  work.

the  social  life  in  student  bodies  the 
type  that  will  turn  out  men  and, wo- 
men with  a helpful  attitude,  one  of 
service  and  of  sacrificing  individual 
ism  for  the  less  fortunate, 

One  of  the  most  instructive  and 
fundamental  phases  of  the  entire  con- 
vention was  the  work  taken  up  by 
the  National  Association  of  Educa- 
tional Guidance.  In  these  meetings 
the  idea  of  pure  vocational  guidance 
gave  way  to  the  broader  educational 
guidance  which  is  becoming  a part 
of  all  education  from  the  kindergar- 
ten to  the  University.  The  talks  on 
this  specivc  subject  were  most  en- 
lightening. In  each  case  the  individual 
told  exactly  what  he  was  doing  in 
his  specific  school. 

Another  very  beneficial  part  of  the 
convention  was  the  work  of  the  health 
and  physical  education.  Specific 
methods  were  given  for  co-operating 
in  all  'phases  of  the  school,  whether 
high  school  or  college  to  bring  about 
the  best  possible  resqlts.  A great 
deal  of  emphasis  was  placed  on  the 
necessity  of  these  problems  being 
taken  up  and  worked  out  by  the 
faculty,  where  the  entire  faculties 
could  develop  a group  attitude  in- 
stead of  leaving  entirely  to  the  teach- 
ers of  Health  Education  and  of 
Physical  Education. 

Practically  all  phases  of  educational 
research  were  discussed  by  the  men 
who  have  made  specific  contributions, 
and  who  are  eminently  qualified  to 
give  'this  information.  One  of  the 
outstanding  features  expressed  in  all 
of  these  papers  was  the  tendency  to 
ward  scientific  and  more  careful  ap. 
proach  in  study  of  educational  ob- 
jectives. and  methods  and  subject 
matter  to  accomplish  these  objectives. 

A great  many  of  the  speakers  com- 
mented on  the  fact  that  such  a body 
of  American  educators  seemed  to  real 
ize  so  much  the  need  of  making  a 
real  profession  of  education,  and  also 
to  realize  the  great  importance  that
